Men who hope to finc work in 

Yellowknife and other northern 

mining centres should make their

district of Canadian Airways, who 
returned from a two-week inspec- 
tion trip of the north Sunday.

NEW YORK, July 11. — The 
poisonous venoms of bees, lizards, 
salamanders, and the deadly 
rattlesnake and cobra were de- 
clared Sunday to offer new hope 
to sufferers from palsy, paralysis, 
spinal cord injuries and other 
painful nerve disturbances, 

Use of insect and reptile poisons 
to treat pain from cancer and other 
malignant diseases is not new, Dr 
M. B. Greene of New York, de- 
clared in a report to the 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science, but method of using them to 
“block off” 
of nerves is now being successfully 
applied for the first time on a large 
scale
